What is the matter with young} 
Edmonton? Nothing that is not 
also and equally the matter with 
the young folks in every other) 
Western city. The children of | 
this community are not inclined, 
to evil beyond the ordinary. They | 
are not more mischievous than chil-| 
dren generally in this country and | 
time. The number of them who! 
lapse into actual juvenile crime is | 
not proportionately greater than 
is common to children similarly 
situated. | 

But the authorities and others 
say that there is none the less a 
good deal the matter with them, 
and they need correction and need 
it badly. The police, the officials | 
of the delinquent children’s de- 


parement. and the wholesale and | 
retail merchants of the city, have | 
joined in making an appeal to par- | 
ents to take the youngsters in 
hand and instil into them the prin- 
ciples and practice of better be 
haviour. A large amount of petty 
thieving, they claim, is being done 
by children in the city, and the 
particular appeal is that parents 
teach their little ones to hold a 
elearer recognition of the sanctity 
of other people's property. Tha! 
police admit that they cannot with | 
the present force stop the wave,’ | 
and the case seems to stand that 
either the children must be taught | 
to behave themselves or their par- | 
ents will have to pay more taxes, 
1o hire more patrolmen to keep | 
them in order. 

Likely enough a similar appeal , 
could with propricty be made by | 
the authorities and merchants of | 
every city in Western Canada. | 
But that does not modify the} 
serioQsness of the situation, nor | 
excuse disregard of it. It is & 
standing shame to the city and its 
people that such a condition 
should have arisen, none the less 
humiliating and serious because a | 
like condition has developed in 
other communities, That Edmon- 
ton is not different to other cities 
in that respect is not good enough. 
It ought to be different, if the ju- 
venile woywardness that has de- 
veloped here is also prevalent else- 
where.

Responsi- 
bility rests somewhere; if not 
upen the child, certainly upon the 
parent. There is no dodging the 
fact. And it is not to be suppos- 
ed that there will be any wide de- 
sire to dodge it, now that the mat- 
ter has been called to attention in 
this public and official way. This 
is a law-abiding community so far 
as the older folks are concerned; 


not imbibed the sentiment as a 
matter of course, they will simply 
have to be taken in charge and put 
through a course in training. 

The tendency of the age isto 
overrate the understanding of the 
child. When the older heads 
among us were young they were 
not supposed to be responsth}s be- 
ings until they were of age. In 
the period of childhood and youth 
the parents laid down the law, 
emphasised it until it became an 
actual and recognised standard of 
conduct in the young mind,’ and 
administered the good old-fashion- 
ed discipline when the canons 
were violated. Nowadays it is 
assumed that the child wants to do 


right. Unfortunately it is also 
assumed too frequently that the 
child knows where the line be- 


stop when he gets to it. The ‘teen 
age boy and girl is now generally 
left to govern himself. That is 
why so large a proportion of mod- 
ern city children grow into way- 
wardness and frorc ¢hat stray into 
8 course that is actually criminal. 

The beginning of the process of 
juvenile down-waywardness may 
be seen frequently enough. It 
starts with a little tot breaking 
down a tree on the boulevard, or 


| smashing a window in an empty 


house. He does not intend to de- 
stroy property; he only wants to 


jamuse himself or to have an ad- 


venture. But the destruction is 
as real as though the intention 
were malevolent. And from de- 
struction to appropriation is only 
a step. Mischief uncorrected 
leads to wantonness, and wanton- 
ness to thievery. A disregard for 


\the_rights and property of others 
\is the root eanse of the decline. 


It is teaching the little ones 
need, more often than punishment. 
Prevention is better than ,cure, 
and a good deal easier—and 
cheaper in cash and _ heart-burn- 
ing. We will have to get back, 
in Edmonton and elsewhere, ’to 


| common sense in the matter of 


bringing up children. A child is 
only a child. To leave it to its 
own judgement is to invite the 
condition of things that is now 
said to have come about. The 
parents will have to get on their 
job. It is still a solemn duty to 
‘bring up a child in the way he 
should go,’’ that ‘‘when he is old 
he will not depart from it.’’ 


There Is Still Hope.
